Dublin, Saturday Evening. 

The restrictive measures adopted by the Bank of 
England have had the desired effect of stopping the 
exportation ot bullion. Fortunately, these measures 
had no injurious effect upon trade—at least to any ex- 
tent. The drain has now ceased to all appearance, but 
apprehension still remains ; and so suddenly did the 
drain arise, and so suddenly has it stopped, that the bul- 
lion movement has had rather a perplexing effect, and 
has induced a large degree of caution, particularly on 
the part of the discount houses,

bullion ; this week there was an increase of £34,815, 
being a difference of £651,409 in favour of this weck.

Tun Morning Star, Mr. Bright's own organ, on 
Thursday morning designated an Income-tax as an 
odious, oppressive, and iniquitous impost. On Satur- 
day the Star revels in the Budget, which not only 
re-imposes the Income-tax, but increases its amount. 
It is easy to see the reason of this tergiversation. It 
is not solely because the removal of the excise upon 
paper will very materially benefit the Morning Star, 
and all other cheap newspapers that that journal ap- 
plauds the Budget. It is very remarkable that the only 
domestic speculation which Mr. Gladstone ventured 
to commend for the manner in which it has been 
conducted, is cheap journalism. “I am bound to 
say,” said the Chancellor of the Exchequer, “ that 
“the character of journals, since the penny stamp on 
‘snewspapers was removed, has been highly creditable 
“to the conductors of that which is called the cheap 
press.” The advantages arising to the cheap press 
from the removal of this tax upon paper will be more 
than shared with the general public. Proprietors 
whose fortunes are embarked in their speculations 
will cheerfully consider how they can best secure the 
improvement of their papers and the benefit of the 
public. Itis not for any reason connected with the 
cheapness of the press that the Stur commends the 
Budget. Mr. Bright has a deeper motive for his 
commendation. Ile sees, and sees clearly, in Mr. 
Gladstone's most complicated and most intricate 
programme, the ecrtainty of his own strange theories 
of taxation being eventually carried out. Mr. 
Gladstone, indeed, was not ashamed to say that he 
proposed to continue the Income-tax merely 
for a year. [lis solemn promise to the same 
effect on a previous occasion has been deliberately 
violated. By the removal of indirect taxation, 
and the effects of his treaty with France. Mr. 
Gladstone only renders the removal of the Income- 
tax impossible. Can any man of common sense and 
common understanding suppose that that will be 
possible in 1860, after the voluntary sacrifice of four 
millions of indirect taxation which Mr. Gladstone 
declares to be impossible now, when the revenue is 
relieved to the extent of £2,160,000 by the termina- 
tion of the long annuities, and when there is an ab- 
solute, though small, surplus on the year? It is the 
deliberate, though concealed, design of the Whigs to 
render the Income-tax permanent. They speak 
against it, acknowledge its iniquity and hardships, 
still they maintain it, und. what is more important, 
they endeavour to memder it impossible for any 
Minister to remove it d their reckless sacrifice of 
income to gratify a foreign Power. Mr. Bright, in- 
deed, calls an Income-tax ‘* odious, unjust, and hate- 
“ful;” yet he was the only man found in the House 
to cheer the proposal of Mr. Gladstone for its increase. 
Hr desires to establish a tax upon property—realiscd 
property—and thus to leave the incomes of manu- 
facturers whose capital is floating entirely untouched: 
but he sees clearly that the people, having endured 
the infliction of this impost already “ for one year 
“more,” under the hope of its abolition now, will 
rise in fury against its infliction next year, and insist 
upon any form of taxation which can relieve them 
from its hardship. 

Moreover, should the House of Commons be in- 
duced to pass this Budget, and should the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer next year be able to exhibit a 
surplas, will he not point with triumph to his success, 
und, on that ground, claim its re-imposition? ‘The 
tea and sugar duties next year must be reduced 
to a minimum. Mr.) Gladstone has done his 
utmost to prove their impolicy and the hardship 
they inflict upon the poor. Next year these must be 
reduced, and then whence could any Minister sup- 
ply the loss of the Income tax? We will have 
thrown overboard every article from which we could 
have derived a revenue. ‘The manufacturers wil! 
ery out for further relief when the competition of 
France begins to deprive them of their profits, as it 
surely will. What will remain, then, from which 
revenue can be derived except Income and Property? 
Neither the people nor the manufacturers will tolerate 
a tax upon income. It remains, then, to tax pro- 
perty. This is the essence of Mr. Bright's scheme. 
and is broadly hinted at by Mr. Gladstone in his 
panegyric upon direct, in preference to indirect 
taxation. A Chancellor of the Exchequer, with his 
five thousand a year, can well afford to pay his quota 
in the lamp. It is otherwise with that large class 
whose incomes range from two to four hundred a 
year. At present they pay unconsciously, and by 
infinitesimal fractions. Under an Income-tax, Mr. 
Gladstone cruelly compels them to pay three- 
quarters of the whole year's tax ta advance. Mr. 
Bright sits by, and cheers! He knows this will lead 
to distress and popular indignation, and eventually 
to a charge upon property alone. Then will come 
the destruction of the landed interest, and the gigantic 
increase of the manufacturing interests. All that istaken 
from indirect taxation and added to direct. represents 
the profit derived at the expense of the professional 
and landed interests. Does any man suppose that 
if all the necessaries of life and luxury are lessened 
in price, that millowners will give the same amount 
of wages to their slaves’ We can judge of Mr. 
Bright's philanthropy from facts. Some years since 
he voted against the Bill which protected children 
under fourteen years from the cruelty of the mill. 
owners. Ie it likely that he or his party will allow 
the working classes to enjoy this remission of four 
millions without exacting the largest share of it ? 
The Star, then, in advocating the Budget, acts in 
strict accordance with the political views of Mr. 
Bright's party a different reason may be given for 
the advocacy of the Times. It is worth remarking 
that when the newspaper stamp upon supplements 
was removed by Mr. Gladstone, in 1852, the gain to 
the Times newspaper was calculated at £30,000 a 
year. ‘The removal of the duty on paper is a cor. 
mon benefit in theory to all newspapers, in practi 
it gives an immense advantage to the Times.

It weare t 
pay in ready money, tor a deferred benefit from France, 
it is because it suits our interest so to pay ; if there had 
been no Treaty at all, we must have done next year, or 
the year after, just what we have done now under the 
Treaty, and the longer we delayed doing it the great 
would have been our own loss. ‘This is the real justi- 
fication of this Treaty, aud there is no other. 

But, now we have got the Treaty and have paid for 
it, we have a right to its full fruition. Its recital stales 
that the principal object of the two contracting tsove- 
reigns is “to draw closer the ties of friendship which 
unite their two peoples.” This Treaty is intended, 
then, to cover the Channel with peaceful trading ships, 
passing in fleets from French ports to Eng lis! 
ports, and from English rts to French ports. 
Culais is to shake han is with Dover over bargains alow 
cealg and claret, aud our only strife is to be which shall 
drive the better trade in our respective produce. We 
have paid for this state of things, and, although some o! 
us may grudge the money, the general community will 
ratify the bargain. But surely it is rather hard to ba 
told at the same time when we are asked to spend 
a milllen and odd in peace-offerings, that we 
are to continue to pay just as thany millions as ever for 
warlike preparativns. hose were very barbarous times 
when, if one gentlemaa asked another to dinner, he 
went in complete armour, and with a retinue of swavh- 
bucklers at his back. A few days since we analysed 
the Navy Estimates for the present year, and found 
that, exclusive of the Packet Service, they come to 
nearly thirteen millions. The Army Estimates are 
not yet published, but Mr. Gladstone stated them last 
night to amount to something above fifteen millions. 
Here we have between eight and nine and tweenty mil- 
lions for our Army and Navy. lerhaps we may very 
safely put the total, when all is paid at thirty mil- 
lions. We have not a word to say against these 
Estimates so far as they represent the necessary and 
proper expenditure for an efficient fleet and army. We 
have been foremost among those who have required 
that the country should be put into a proper state of 
defence. But this tremendous amount of thirty wl 
lions of money is the price of suspicion. Against 
whom are all these screw liners, and screw irigates, and 
swarming gunboats built? For whose special be - 
nent is it that we are building great factories and 
turning out Armstrong guns with as much velocity 
as our great grandiathers made tenpeuny nails? 
Under what inflaence is it that we are looking to 
Whitworth for aperfect ride, and a cannon which pro- 
mises to surpass even Armstrong's? There can be po 
possible use in eluding the manifest truth. All this is 
directed against the danger we apprehend from France. 
Who else is there that we should fear’ Spain, now 
that she owes us nothing, ought not to hate us. The 
Danes are not likely again to invade us. Austria 
scarely proposes to indemnify herself for her loss of 
Lombardy by taking possession of the county of Kent 
Let us ask ourselves, il France were an unwarlike 
people, should we have any of these large armaments, 
or should we have the least need of them? These 
great ficets and this great army, and not only these, 
but others still more vast, aud even yet more expensive, 
on the other side of the Channel, represent the mutual 
suspicions, and certainly net the tits of friendship,’ 
of the two nations. 

Can nothing be done now, when we are kissing and 
making friends, and when we are swearing to be so 
very cosy and comtortable together for ten years yet to 
come —can nothing, we ask, be done o stay this terrible 
waste of money upon deadly weapons? Weare guing 
to work, and not to fight, together. Now, it is unge 
ble for any man to do agood day's work in heavy mareh- 
ing order 
* thing to work with. It we are to be snch good 
friends and such excellent working cormrades, what need 
have we of these expensive precautions against each 
other’sanger ? Are there no tidings of a mutual dis 
armament behind this commercial treaty ? How cheap 
would be the price of friendship if we could only there b) 
avoid the cause of enmity! But now we are paying 
upwards ofa million to our friend to get him to shake 
hands with us, and spending thirty millions in prepara 
tions against the possibility of his knocking us down 
This cannot be gc so long as the armaments oi 
France are upon her present scale. The disarmament 
must be simultaneous, if it be to take place, and it is by 
no means easy to point outa satisfactory mode of effect 
ing it. How are we to undo what has been done? Are 
we to sink our ships, blow up our fortifications, anu 
burn our gunpowder? Again—what security can be 
given that neither side wil play false? These are a few 
of the difficalties which occur to us. Perhaps dir bus 
roy Kelly can insert a clause in his Bribery Bill which 
will help us to get over them. But surely there ought 
to be a mut u d cessation of this waste of treasure? At 
present we are at the same moment buying friendship 
and paying the cost of euduring all the costly evils of 
enraity,

larney ought to be an adjunct to the Great Southern 
and Western line: it runs through that beautiful dis- 
trict of country which must always prove remunerative 
to a railway samh but the impatience of some par- 
ties to become railway makers 1 suppose, 2 a 
and we have no reason to complain that they did so, be- 
cause, considering the nnture of the country through 
which it runs, it is marvellous how the line could have 
been constructed at so cheap a rate, It reflects great 
credit on the engineering skill of Mr. Le Fanu, who bas 
opened branch lines for us, and I may state that if this 
line had been constructed at the same expense as the 
main line of this and other railway companies, it never 
could have paid the present dividend. (Hear, hear.) We 
think th t the time has now arrived to form this amal- 
me. before any injury is done to the Killarney line. 
hey are paying exactly the same dividend as the Great 
Southern Company, and their shares are rather higher 
in the market than ours. The reason which induces us 
to amalgamate just at this moment ie simply this—that 
the traffic of that district, since the Tralee line has been 
added to the Killarney, has been increasing so much 
that the sum that we agreed to the Killarney line 
tor would not be at all equal to the requirements of that 


line. Then, of course, the difficulty would arise, that if 
we charged a higher amount for the haulage, it would 
very considerably interfere with the dividends, so we 
thought it better to amalgamate. They would be driven, 
in such an event, and even contemplated becoming 
their own haulers; and I need not tell you, that for a 
line like that, of 40 miles’ length, to adopt the course 
of purchasing their own rolling stock and engines, 
would involve the outlay of a considerable capital, and our 
board, from the experience they have had in these matters 
came to the conclusion that if they went on in this way 
they certainly would not pay anything like the dividend 
they are now paying. Therefore, we thought it better, 
before any injury was done to that line, which would 
operate upon its present dividend, to ask yeu to allow 
us to amalgamate with them. We are convinced no in- 
jurious effect is likely to result, on the contrary, I have 
reason to hope; now that the Tralee line is added to it, 
that the traffic will daily progress, and prove highly re- 
munerative to the main line. (Hear, hear) The Tra- 
lee line is in a different position from the Killarney 
line. The Tralee line has been just only opened, and 
of course we have not the same experience with regard 
toit. Ther, again, the Great Southern and Western 
Company would find it difficult hereatter to purchas: 
the Tralee line or to amalgamate with it, unless it was 
done through the means of the Killarney line. They 
have powers which we have not; we are not subscribers 
to the Tralee line, and therefore could not purchase it, 
or, perhaps, even lease it. We asked, then, the Killarney 
directors, in the first instance, to amalgamate with the 
Tralee line, and then to convey the entire property of 
the Tralee and Killarney lines to the Great Southern 
and Western Company. The meeting to-day will b 

made special for the purpose of this amalgamation, but 
Jam willing to hear any discussion that may arise on it 
before the report passes. The terms of amalgamation 
with the Killarney line are, that they are to get an equal 
amount of stock of the Great Southern and Western 
for each share of the Killarney. The Killarney at 
present has a paid-up capital of £12, and they will then 
be entitled to £12 stock of the Great Southern and 
Western for it. The comparative value of the shares is 
rather in favour of the Killarney. ‘The Tralee line is 
to amalgamate on par. In fact, there are not many 

shareholders in the Tralee line. ‘The shares amount, | 

think, to £30,000, and all that is to be done in that case 
is, simply to pay back the money to the shareholders 

We conceive that the Tra’ee line, although we have 

not yet the firuresto show what it will be, or what it 

can do, from the district of country through which it 

passes, will be sure to equal the Killarney. Our ex- 

perience of that line even from the short time it has been 

opened, gives us an assurance that it will, 

in every way, equal the Killarney line, so we 
thought it for the interest of our Company to come to 
terms with them. I need not tell you of the difficulty 
of working these branch lines under separate directors 
and although we have had leas interfirence by the gen- 
tlemen of these boards than almost could have bcen 
expected, still the directors of this board who hal a 
representation on them, spent necessarily a good deal of 
time at their meetings. The time of these directors 
will be for the future spared, and this, with the redac- 
tion of the staff of officers, will necessarily lead to a 
great saving. (liear, hear.) I do not % in any point 
of view how this amalgamation can be injurious to 
your interests at the present moment Another point 
referred to in the report is the arbitration. At the 
last half-yearly meeting, I think I stated to you with 
regret that I believed the negociations were at an end 

At the same time I told you that nothing would be 
wanting on our part, if there wae any exhibition on 
the part of the Midland Company of an anxicty to

COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH —Sarcrpar. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Special Jury.) 
Hrangan and Ryrne v. Lord Monck. 

‘The jury in this case were discharged without being able 

to agree to a verdict. 

The plaintiffs were salesmasters in Smithfield, and the 
action was brought to recover £320 18s. 6d., for work and 
labeur dene, in selling the defendant's steck, and also for 
commission on the sales. The defeace was, that the plaintiffs 
had received from the defendant the sum ef £242, which 
fully settled the account between the parties. The only 
question at issue was one of account, and whether the plain 
tiffs’ demand had been fully discharged by the sum received 
from the defendant.

COURT OF EXCHEOU ER—Sarcernay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron and a Special Jury.) 2 
Codd v. Thompeon and Crate. 

At the sitting of the Court the Lord Chief Baron proceeded 
to charge the jury in this case, the particulars of which have 
been already reported. Ie said the law on the subject of the 
action was perfectly clear. A party, whether he was an 
ostensible partner or not, was hable for all the debts of the 
firm of which he was a member. it might be a very great 
hardship at times that persons should be made so liable, and 
it likewise might be a great hardship if they were not so 
liable, ‘The law had established that no man should be per- 
mitted, however secretly, to embark s capital in a concern 
in which be agrees to acquire the profits without incurring 
the risks of the concern also. If that were not so, persons 
would be tempted to employ “their capital, of however 
large amount, without iwcurring any rieks — gaining all 
the profit, and esca all the risks. The liability 
of a partner was wholly irrespective of the fact that 
he did or did not gain by the concern. here 
wat every reason to believe that Dr. Cranfield never gained 
a penny by the concern in question, but whether he had or 
hed not was immaterial, as if he was interested in it by an 
agreement between himself and Mr. Thompson, he was liable 
for the risks and losses of the concern. It was suggested in 
the course of the trial, that if Dr. Cranfield put in the £200 at 
all, it was sunk, so that he was never entitled to get a penny 
of it. That was not the law, If one person provided money, 
and another provided skill, there the money was sunk in 
company with skill, and each party became entitled to equal 
shares in what was the result of both. Upon the transaction 
before them, the jury should sey whether Dr. Cranfield 
was entitled to back the £200, and whether 
at the time of } Original arrangement, there was 
or was not such an understanding between the parties. In 
the present case that was of no avail whatever, except to 
determine a circumstance corroberating on the one side, and 
tending to impeach on the other, the allegations of the 
parties.

The will recited the testratrix, 
being possessed of certain property in her own right,

The Chanceller of the Exchequer entered the House 
at halt-past 4 o'clock, and was greeted by a general cher 
on taking his seat. The right hon. gentleman’s features 
bore evident traces of his recent indisposition. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER made bs 
financial statement. After some preliminary remarks up n 
thecirecumstinces which attracted public attention, espe- 
cially to the statement of the present year, as an impor- 
tant epoch in our finances, he proceeded to show the 
results of the finance of the last year, observing that 
circumstances had occurred during the latter portion 
which would materially affect these results—namelr, 
the expedition to China, and the arrangements incident 
to our Commercial Treaty with France. He shonld first 
he said, state the account apart from those disturbing 
causes, and how, when these causes came into action, 
the account was likely to stand. The total amount of 
the revenue for the year had been estimated at 
£69,460,000, and would give £70,578,000. “Fhe total 
charge of the year, estimated at £69,270,000, wae only 
£68,953,000, which would have left a surplus income 
at the end of the year of £1,625,000, But we had now 
to provide for the disturbing causes to which he had 
referred—namely, for the army £900,000, fur the 
navy £270,000, and for the treaty with Francs 
about £640.40; making a total of L£1,310,00°, 
which would place a small sum on the wrong 
side of thé account. But unexpected relief had comr, 
An allied and friendly kingdom had paid a debt. Spain 
had remitted a sum of £500,000, of which half would 
come to jhe credit of the revenue before the Sist of 
March. There would therefore be a balance of revenue 
of £1,875,000 against a charge of £1,810,000, leaving 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer a narrow surplus. He 
now approached the more difficult part of the subject 
the charge and expenditure for 1860-51.

Besides this, the 
stoppage of the application of a surplus ef revenue to 
the reduction of the debt caused an increase of charge, 
and additional debt had been contracted on account o! 
the Russian war, these items amounting to 42.7 20,00", 
though the revenue had permanently increased. The 
actual charge in 1858 was 458,285,000, which would 


have left a surplus of revenue in 1860-61 of £2,517,000 


had the expenditure remained as it was. In 1855 the 
whole amount voted for supplies was £24,279,000 ; In 
1860-61it would be £59,200,000, an increase of £14,921,000 
while the income-tax returns under Schedules A, B, and 
D, showed the increase in the wealth of the country 
beyond the ratio of expenditure. He then called upon 
the committee to consider the best means of filling up 
the deticit ef £9,400,000., and the principles and policy 
which ought to be adopted. He — he said, that 
the expenditure might be reduced by degrees, for this 
was a process which was necessarily gradual, or 
the evil would be aggravated. At this epech ir 
was the view of the Government that it was the 
duty of Parliament to make some step forward in 
the career of public improvement, and he could not 
place this duty upon narrow ground. The House 
must take it for granted that we were likely to 
remain on a high level of public expenditure; bet 
this was no reason for stopping in the process of 
commercial reforms. ‘He pointed out the ecssentisl 
connexion betweeu taxes on trade and industry and the 
power to pay taxes, and showed the effect of a remissiou 
of taxation in the increase in the amount of taxes ; 
that the Customs and Excise grew faster under the 
remission of taxes than when nothing at all was remitted. 
Then, upon what principle ought remission of taxes to 
be based ? lle thought the bulk of the burden should 
fall upon the rich, but that other classes ought to bear 
their proper share, It was a mistake to suppose that 
the best way to give to the labouring classes the maximum 
of benefit was to reduce the duties on such articles as 
tea and sugar; the most effectual relief was by remis- 
sions that operated upon the trades which gave them 
employment, He should therefore ask the Llouse to re- 
new the duties on those articles as they stood for and ther. 
Mr. Gladstone then stated what he estimated would 
be the financial results of the treaty (which we print in 
full elsewhere): —I will not enter into any small de- 
tails, and will take three branches of reduction only—

NEW TAXATION—THE PENNY TAXATION, 

Mr. Gladstone then stated how he should propose to fill 
up his © little chasm of £910,000, “The general principle 
of the measures Í am about to propore will be an extension 
of a very small kind of taxation. The penny taxation has 
answered and will answer, At anv rate there is one kind of 
‘“nenny wisdom” that is not “pound folly,” and that is alike 


now the necessary operation upon an article like wine 
of a uniform rate of duty.

‘The value of 
hé gloves we import is alt 24: a dozen whole- 
vale ; the retail price ranges from 3's to 56s. Our duty 
ix sginething like ! 3 per cent., which seems very moderate 
and enshles those who are so disposed to say, Ah! we 
da not discourage the importation of French gloves ; we 
merely lay upon them a duty of 15 per cent for the sake 
ot revenue.” Ilow docs this work It works in this 
way, that it causes the French to furnish us with the 
finer qualities of gloves, while they leave us the poorcr 


qualities, Abolish the duty, and vou will find thata 
quantity of gloves would be imported trom a France, 
Naples, Gerumny, and Belgium. ‘They will not be 
eldvee at 24s. a dozen, but gloves at 188, 154.

How was this consumption checked and 
discouraged? By the influence of prohibitive duties 
The prohibitive system grew up by degrees, and by 
degrees the English people were positively beaten and 
starved out of theirtaste for French wine. We may like- 
wise perceive in the operation of the present wine duties 
proofs of a growing taste for French wine: for, wherens 
from 1425 to 1830 we only consumed 379,000 gallons a 

vear, and after 1830 that consumption was reduced to 
something like 310,000 or 315,000 gallons, on the 
average of the last ten years we have consumed 584,000 
ga ions ; so that the importation of French wine is ab- 
svlutely increasing, aud the percentage of the total 
cmsumption is rapidly increasing. Now, I 
think cause enough has len shown for an 
alteration in the present system of wine duties.
